Thank  you  Mr.  Woolworth  — and 
thank  you  President  Ashby,  members  of 
the  Board  of  Tmstees,  honored  guests, 
parents,  faculty,  staff  and  students  of 
Pine  Manor  College  — but  most 
especially  thank  you  to  each  of  you  in 
the  graduating  class  of  1993! 

Thank  you  for  the  opportunity  to  be 
a part  of  this  very  special  day  in  your 
lives!  — A day  which,  if  your  memories 
turn  out  to  be  at  all  like  mine  and  those 
of  my  college  classmates,  will,  rather 
quickly,  be  a bit  of  a blur. 

As  I've  talked  with  friends  over  the 
past  few  weeks  in  the  process  of  pre- 
paring these  remarks.  I've  been  asking 
what  they  remember  about  our  college 
graduation  from  nearby  Wellesley 
College  almost  three  decades  ago. 

Not  one  of  us  can  remember  who 
spoke  or  what  was  said  — but  we  all 
remember  that  the  sun  shone  when 
we'd  worried  that  it  wouldn't,  that  we 
didn't  trip  on  the  stairs  leading  to  the 
platform  when  we'd  been  afraid  that  we 
would,  and  we  all  recall  a sense  of 
excitement  and  impatience  — tinged 
with  undertones  of  uncertainty.  What 
exactly  would  the  next  years  bring? 
Would  we  make  "the  right  choices"? 

We  all  haci  the  sense  that  somehow  the 
decisions  made  in  the  year  or  two  after 
college  would  set  our  life  course  forever. 

Today  we  kiaow  that  while  they  did 
in  some  ways  — that  in  a great  many 
other  ways  they  did  not.  Life  has  a way 
of  presenting  new  opportunities  and 
new  choices  — sometimes  when  we 
least  expect  it.

The  past  25  years  have  been  years  of 
rapid  social  change.  "Women's  roles" 
have  expanded,  our  choices  have 
widened,  but  the  sense  of  needing  to 
choose  is  shll  very  much  a part  of  the 
equation  for  women  — an  equation  that 
may  be  more,  rather  than  less  complex 
today  than  it  was  a quarter  century  ago, 
but  an  equation  that  is  still  rooted  in 
older  formulations.  Women  do  this  — 
men  cio  that. 

Sometimes  it  can  take  popular 
stereotypes  and  the  cc^mmon  mythology 
a while  to  catch  up  with  reality.  In  times 
of  rapici  social  change,  an  era  in  which 
the  meciia  often  serves  as  the  interpreter 
and  in  some  cases,  the  creator  of  public

reality,  much  of  what  we  know  or  think 
we  know  is  often  based  less  on  reality 
than  it  is  on  what  someone,  or  some 
group,  or  perhaps  even  we  ourselves, 
would  like  to  believe.  Because  it  useci  to 
be  true  or  because  it  is  true  of  someone 
we  knc^w  or  because  we,  for  whatever 
set  of  complex  reasons,  think  it  ought  to 
be  true. 

For  women  today  the  choices  are  not 
merely  choices  of  work  versus  home,  of 
mothering  versus  managing.  The

majority  of  women  in  this  country 
cannot  simply  "choose"  to  stay  home. 
Women's  paid  employment  is  often 
required  for  the  financial  support  caf 
children  and  family,  nor  is  community 
participation  something  we  can  easily 
dismiss  if  we  are  "too  busy."  Volunteer 
community  activities  — the  PTA,  civic 
improvement  groups,  the  Girl  Scouts  — 
are  often  essential  if  children's  needs, 
families'  needs  are  to  be  met. 

Sometinies  it  seems  women  have  won 
the  chance  to  do  it  all,  reminding  me  of 
the  old  adage  — be  careful  lest  you  get 
what  you  wish  for.  Of  course,  in  reality  a 
wide  range  of  choices  will  be  genuinely 
available  to  young  women  only  when  an 
equally  wide  range  and  equally  non- 
traditional  range  of  choices  is  available 
to  young  men  as  well.  This  is  a piece  of 
the  reality  that  much  of  popular  mytho- 
logy is  only  gradually  beginning  to  in- 
corporate. Today  a girl  may  dream  of 
being  a doctor  and  most  of  us  will 
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Wiimer  of  the  Pine  Manor  College  Award,  Gloria  Harrison  '93,  a}id  her  family. 

applaud  her  dream  — but  when  a boy 
dreams  of  being  a nurse,  fewer  of  us  are 
as  pleased.  There's  a long  way  to  go 
before  our  society  truly  values  women 
and  the  things  we  have  traditionally 
excelled  in  to  the  same  degree  that  it 
values  the  achievements  and  traits 
traditionally  associated  with  men. 

There  has  been  much  talk  recently  of 
"the  year  of  the  woman" — but  we  need 
much  more  than  a year.  No  matter 
where  we  look,  women  have  made 
progress,  but  to  cite  two  illustrative 
examples;  women  remain  only  a tiny 
fraction  of  the  CEOs  of  major  businesses 
and  we  hold  less  than  five  percent  of  the 
public  schools'  superintendencies  across 
the  nation.  This  is  true  even  though 
seventy-two  percent  of  all  classroom 
teachers,  the  i)itellectnal  and  caring  heart 
of  the  educational  enterprise,  are  female. 

Part  of  the  challenge  for  all  of  you  as 
you  leave  here  today  is  to  insist  that 
women  become  and  reinaiji  ecjual 
partners  in  the  world  of  public  policies 
and  politics,  as  well  as  to  insist  that  men 
are  equal  parhiers  in  the  more  private 
worlds  of  individuals  and  families. 

Last  year  at  the  Center  for  Research, 
we  completed  a review  of  research  on 
the  achievements,  participation  and

treatment  of  girls  in  schools  — the 
evidence  of  shortchanging,  of  ignoring 
the  strengths  and  the  contributions  of 
girls  and  women  throughout  the 
educational  system  is  discouraging. 
Young  women  are  still  being  subtly 
discouraged  from  pursuing  careers  that 
require  math  or  technical  skills,  they  are 
still  being  given  fewer  opportunities  to 
speak  up  in  class. 

Garry  Trudeau  in  his  "Doonesbury" 
column  did  the  best  job  of  highlighting 
this  research  on  classroom  interaction 
patterns.  Perhaps  some  of  you  saw  the 
comic  strip  — Joanie  is  putting  her 
daughter  to  bed  and  asks  how  school  is 
going.  Alex  responds,  "OK,  but  1 never 
get  to  say  anthing."  Her  mother  is 
puzzled  and  asks  what  she  means. 

"Oh,  the  boys  get  all  the  attention. 

Mrs.  Jasper  isn't  fair  about  letting  girls 
answer  questions."  Joanie  thinks  for  a 
moment  and  says,  "Well,  maybe  1 
should  have  a little  talk  with  her."  Alex 
is  horrified.  "Mom,  she'll  nezvr  call  on 
you!  Send  Daddy." 

Furthemiore,  neither  young  men  nor 
young  women  receive  an  education  that 
values  skills  and  abilities  assumed  to  be 
"natural"  to  women  but  that  are  equally 
important  for  men  — nurturing, 
networking,  caring  — things  the 
community  and  the  country  require 
every  bit  as  much  as  the  family  does. 

As  graduates  of  a college  that  has 
always  honored  and  built  on  the 
strengths  of  women,  you  have  had  an 
advantage  greater  than  you  may  realize.

An  advantage  that  I believe  alumnae  in 
the  audience  will  agree  grows  in  value 
as  the  years  go  by.  An  education  which 
emphasizes  caring  and  competence;  the 
unique  value  of  each  individual  and  the 
importance  of  creating  a community 
among  individuals.  But  perhaps  most 
important  of  all,  an  educational 
evironment  where  even/  expectation  held 
for  students  is  held  for  women;  an 
environment  where  boys  cannot  get  all 
the  attention  and  where  women  can 
speak  and  be  heard. 

Education  is  about  havdng  choices  — 
expanding  possibilities.  It  is  also  about 
finding  the  courage  to  make  difficult 
choices  and  to  act  on  possibilities  that 
sometimes  seem  too  close  to  the  edge  of 
impossible  to  pursue. 

But  the  courage  to  make  the  difficult 
choices,  to  take  the  risks,  to  do  the  scary 
thing,  is  part  of  the  education  you  have 
received  here  at  Pine  Manor.  For  it  is  not 


only  the  academic  training  in  the  liberal 
arts,  anci  the  practical  preparation  your 
internship  programs  have  provided  that 
will  guide  your  ciecisions,  it  is  also  the 
friendships  and  the  co)ifidence  these 
friendships  help  to  create  and  sustain 
that  you  will  draw  on  as  the  months 
following  tociay  turn  into  years  and  then 
decades. 

Perhaps  the  words  of  the  College's 
founder,  Helen  Temple  Cooke,  express 
best  the  spirit  1 believe  Pine  Manor 
encourages  and  that  you  will  draw  on. 

A lady  never  gives  up.  She  may  have 
to  retrench,  but  if  the  goal  is  worth 
striving  for,  persistence,  imagination 
and  honesty  will  get  the  job  done. 

You  may  indeed  need  to  retrench 
from  time  to  time  — life's  surprises  are 
not  always  easy  ones  — and  the 
decisions  you  make  this  year  or  next  may 
have  a lot  or  only  a little  to  do  with  the 
life  you  will  lead  a decade  or  two  from 
now  — but  friendship,  imagination, 
persistence  and  integrity  will  indeed 
help  to  "get  the  job  done,"  however 
many  "jobs"  you  find  yourself  tackling. 
Congratulations  and  go  to  it!  ■

With  degrees  from  Wellesley,  Boston 
University,  and  Michigan,  and  as 
Director  of  the  Wellesley  College  Center 
for  Research  on  Women,  you  are 
uniquely  qualified  to  sound  the  alarm 
that  "Gender  bias  is  compromising  our 
country." 

With  the  landmark  study  Hoiv  Schools 
Shortchange  Girls,  you  and  your  cohorts 
captured  the  nation's  attention,  from  the 
news  and  editorial  pages  to  the  cartoon 
strip.  Your  message  is  loud  and  clear 
"Girls  do  not  receive  the  same  quality  or 
quantity  of  education  as  their  brothers... 
Girls  are  systematically  excluded  from 
courses  of  study  essential  to  their  future 
employment  and  economic  well-being, 
their  participation  in  the  future  of 
America." 

The  report  calls  for  acfion  now,  and 
not  just  out  of  fairness.  Eor  this  country 


to  fail  to  make  full  use  of  the  intellectual 
capacities  of  women  is  not  just  foolish, 
but  a tragic  waste  of  America's  resources 
in  an  increasingly  competitive  world. 
Girls  and  boys  with  the  same  mathe- 
matics SAT  scores  in  high  school  do  not 
do  equally  well  in  college:  girls  do  better. 
More  of  them  must  be  urged  to  study 
science,  mathematics,  and  technology. 
Eor  your  pioneer  work  in  this  just  and 
crucial  cause  and  for  your  leadership  at 
the  local,  state  and  national  level,  we  are 
proud  to  award  you  the  degree  of  Doctor 
of  Letters,  honoris  causa.  ■

Alice  Brown  Lacey  '63  graduated 
from  the  Madeira  School,  McLean, 
Virginia,  in  1961  and  came  to  Pine 
Manor  the  folkmdng  fall.  She  married  in 
1964  and  attended  American  University 
while  her  husband  was  in  the  service.  In 
1969,  she  moved  to  Norwich,  Vermont, 
and  enjoyed  farm  life  while  her  husband 
studied  medicine  at  Dartmouth  and 
ultimately  became  a country  doctor.  She 
raised  three  children,  kept  sheep  and 
cows,  and  wrote  free-lance  articles  on 
country  living.  Television  and  media 
events  had  little  part  in  her  life. 

I think  we're  verxj  lucky 
if  we  go  through  life 
and  pretty  much 
stay  on  top  of  it. 

Lacey's  life  changed  in  1981  after  the 
conviction  of  the  former  headmistress  of 
Madeira,  Jean  Harris,  for  the  murder  of 
Dr.  Herman  Tarnower.  Lacey  found 
herself  deeply  affected.  She  recalls  being 
particularly  moved  by  an  address  Mrs. 
Harris  wTOte  on  integrity.  "1  felt  this 
woman  was  really  special,"  she 
remembers.  "I  felt  a great  sadness  for 
her  and  the  school,  and  I wanted  to 
support  them  both." 

During  the  trial  she  wrote  Harris,  "I 
admire  you  for  carrying  out  the  job  of 
headmistress  with  style  and  courage... 
And  1 admire  your  courage  now  during 
this  heavily  broadcast  trial  which  seems 
to  exploit  human  frailty  while  asking  for 
untried  strengths." 

Lacey  was  surprised  at  the  jury's 
verdict.  "I  felt  Jean  was  telling  the 
truth,"  she  remembers.  "1  felt  the  jury 
would  listen."  The  verdict  was  guilty  of 
murder  in  the  second  degree.  The 
sentence  was  15  years  to  life.

Lacey  was  impelled  to  search  for  a 
woman  named  Anne  Lenox,  an  old 
friend  of  Harris'  who  had  founded  a 
defense  committee  on  her  behalf. 
Coincidentally,  Lenox,  a former  member 
of  PMC's  Board  of  Trustees,  had 
delivered  a fine  Commencement 
Address  at  Pine  Manor  in  1983,  when 
Lacey  had  been  present  at  her  20th 
reunion.  Lenox  had  mentioned  Harris  in 
compelling  terms. 

Lacey  found  Lenox  livdng  nearby  in 
Monroe,  New  Hampshire.  Together 
they  set  up  the  Jean  Harris  Defense 
Committee.  Lacey  became  one  of  Harris' 
most  determined  and,  many  believe, 
most  effective  advocates. 

"Alice  did  ninety-eight  percent  of  fhe 
work  in  getting  Jean  out,"  lawyer  Leon 
Friedman  told  the  Neiv  York  Times  in  a 
January  3, 1993,  interview.  "Alice 
devoted  thousands  of  hours  to  our 
hundreds." 

The  defense  group  began  with  about 
1,000  names  (which  later  grew  to  over 
3,000)  of  people  from  around  the 
country  who  had  written  to  Harris 
offering  any  form  of  support.  Once  they 
organized  the  list,  Lenox  and  Lacey 


initiated  a newsletter  to  keep  those 
interested  informed  abouf  recent 
developments.  Lacey  guesses  that  about 
eighty-five  percent  of  fhose  who  wrote 
to  Harris  were  women.  "Some  identified 
with  her,"  she  notes.  "They  had  been 
involved  with  a man  who  used  them." 

Once  a base  of  support  was 
established,  the  committee  concentrated 
on  raising  funds  for  Harris'  appeals. 
Two  efforts  failed,  and  the  group  turned 
its  focus  to  persuading  the  governor  to 
grant  clemency.  Over  time,  the 
committee  raised  over  $60,000  and 
collected  25,000  signatures  for  clemency. 

Lacey  oversaw  three  of  the  four 
petition  campaigns.  The  committee 
encouraged  those  on  their  mailing  list  to 
write  New  York  Governor  Cuomo,  and 
hundreds  of  letters  were  mailed  to  him 
from  celebrities  and  "ordinar\^  people" 
like  Alice  Lacey. 

"I  did  mailings  and  enlisted  my 
family,  my  kids,  my  mofher,  sister-in- 
law,"  says  Lacey.  "It  was  a like  modem 
quilting  bee.  We  didn't  sew;  we  stuffed 
letters." 

Among  heavier  ammunition  was  a 
Nezc  York  Times  editorial  in  favor  of 
clemency.  However,  Governor  Cuomo 
rejected  the  application. 

Lacey  and  Harris  grew  to  be  close 
friends.  For  10  years,  Lacey  drove  four- 
and-a-half  hours  each  way,  each  monfh, 
to  bring  groceries,  frequently  fresh 
vegetables,  to  Mrs.  Harris.  She  brought 
kiritting  wool  from  her  sheep  for  Harris 
and  other  inmates.  On  holidays,  her

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three  children  came  with  her.  Harris' 
presence  in  the  Lacey's  farmhouse  was 
felt  through  the  Christmas  tree  skirt  she 
had  quilted,  a watercolor  of  the  farm  she 
had  commissioned,  her  photo  on  the 
bookshelf.  Harris  bought  a log  cabin  in 
Monroe,  New  Hampshire,  near  the 
Lenox  and  Lacey  homes.  Her  two  sons 
furnished  it  for  her. 

"1  feel  that  Jean  is  like  a member  of 
our  family,"  says  Lacey.  "1  feel  very 
close  ties  to  her  personally,  and  my 
children  do.  My  work  for  her  has 
probably  been  what  it  would  have 
been  if  if  had  been  my  mother  in 
prison. 

"I  personally  identify  with 
Jean,"  she  continues.  "There  are 
many  parallels.  I've  always  felt  1 
understood  her  on  a deep  level, 
that  1 understood  who  she  was, 
where  she  was  coming  from,  why 
she  acted  the  way  she  acted,  why 
she  wanted  to  die,  why  she  went 
there  to  commit  suicide,  why  her 
destructiveness  was  directed  at 
herself,  not  him.  Not  all  the 
parallels  1 see  are  in  my  cwn  life, 
but...  I think  we're  very  lucky  if  we 
go  through  life  and  pretty  much 
stay  on  top  of  it." 

Another  appeal  was 
spearheaded  in  1990  and  failed. 

Lacey's  continued  presentations  to 
the  board  were  painstakingly 
organized.  In  December  1992,  at 
the  time  of  Harris'  hospitalization 
for  a heart  attack,  she  called 
frequently  to  update  them  on 
Harris'  condition. 

Hours  before  1 larris  was  to 
undergo  coronary  bypass  surgery, 
clemency  was  granted.  Anne 
Lenox  had  died  of  cancer  that  fall.  Harris 
had  a considerable  record  of  good  works 
behind  her.  She  had  started  a course  to 
teach  inmates  how  to  be  good  mothers 
and  founded  the  Children  of  Bedford 
Foundation  to  help  children  of  inmates 
attend  independent  schools.  Her  trial 
judge  supported  the  appeal  for 
clemency  as  did  some  members  of  the 
jury  that  convicted  her. 


My  zvork  for  Jean  has 
pirobably  been  what  it 
would  have  been  if  it  had 
been  my  mother  in  pnison. 


Lacey  was  surprised  by  the  grant  of 
clemency.  Harris'  history  of  heart 
problems  was  well-documented.  "The 
only  thing  new  in  her  case  this  time  was 
that  she  had  serv'ed  more  time,"  she 
says.  Harris'  lawyer  Leon  Friedman, 
however,  noted  Lacey's  efforts  "had  to 
have  made  the  right  impression." 


"Jean  Harris  earned  her  own 
freedom,"  Lacey  believes.  "A  lot  of 
people  think  she's  a hero  for  how  she's 
come  through,  dealt  with  it  and  risen 
above  a genuine  tragedy.  She's  not  only 
a survivcir,  but  she's  been  able  to  help 
others  inside  and  outside  the  prison. 

Her  strength  was  something  she  could 
transmit  to  others." 

Neither  woman  seeks  to  totally 
exonerate  Jean  1 larris  from  responsi- 
bility in  Dr.  Tarnower's  death.  In 
an  intery'iew  with  Barbara  Walters 
this  spring,  1 larris  amended 
Walters'  statement  that  she  was  "a 
symlxd  of  the  woman  wTonged"  to 
terming  herself  "the  woman  who 
let  herself  be  wronged."  While 
stating  that  she  did  not 
intentionally  harm  Tarnower, 
Harris  added,  "1  knew  that  1 had 
caused  Hy's  death,  but  1 knew  that 
1 had  not  murdered  him." 

Lacey  agrees.  "Jean  is  a complex 
person  and  a wonderful  person. 
But  I realize,  as  she  does,  that  what 
happened  was  tragically  destruc- 
tive. She  realizes  she  is  responsible, 
and  she  feels  great  remorse...  I 
don't  think  she  is  entirely  without 
responsibility."  Howev^er,  Lacey 
believes  Tarnower  played  a role 
in  his  death,  too,  because  of  his 
cruelty  to  Harris  throughout  their 
relationship,  his  concurrent 
involvements  with  other  women, 
and  because  of  his  professional 
carelessness  in  prescribing  for  her 
the  methamphetamine  known  on 
the  streets  as  "speed." 

As  a result  of  Harris'  influence, 
Alice  Lacey  volunteers  with 
inmates  in  a Vermont  prison, 
where  she  has  taught  a course  in 
decision-making.  Harris  will  live  in  the 
log  cabin  in  Monroe  where  she  will 
write  and  work  on  the  Children  cif 
Bedford  Foundation.  She  plans  to  speak 
publicly  on  behalf  of  women  in  prison 
and  their  children.  ■

Anne  Bridge  Baddour  came  to  Pine 
Manor  in  1992  to  take  English  courses  as 
a Continuing  Education  student.  This 
fall,  she  is  enrolled  to  complete  her  BA 
in  English.  The  Belmont,  Massachusetts, 
woman  will  receive  credit  for  “life 
experience"  in  this  pursuit. 

Eorty  years  ago,  a commercial  airline 
pilot  friend  of  Baddour's  asked  her  to  go 
for  a short  flight  in  his  private  plane.  She 
was  a little  apprehensive,  but  the  flight 
was  a turning  point  for  her.  “It  was  a 
magic  moment,"  she  says.  "I  thought, 
ah,  this  is  where  I belong." 

Baddour  earned  her  first  pilot's 
license  in  1953  and  is  now  a research 
pilot  with  an  Airline  Transport  Pilot's 
License.  She  also  owns  a single-engine 
Beechcraft  Sierra,  which  she  and  her 
husband,  Raymond,  Lammot  du  Pont 
Professor  Emeritus  of  Chemical 


Engineering  at  MIT,  use  for  business 
and  pleasure.  Her  fhree  children  and 
four  grandchildren  enjoy  a mother  and 
grandmother  who  can  really  take  them 
on  flights  of  fancy. 

Baddour  became  fhe  first  woman 
pilot  to  fly  research  missions  for  MIT's 
Lincoln  Laboratory  Flight  Test  Facility  at 
Hanscom  Field,  Bedford,  Massachuseffs, 
15  years  ago.  However,  flying  pro- 
fessionally is  not  her  only  interest  in 
aviation.  She  has  earned  27  National  and 
International  World  Speed  Records  and 
flown  in  over  16  Air  Races.  In  October  of 
1985,  she  and  her  co-pilot,  Magrit 
Budert-Waltz  of  Pennsylvania,  set  five 
records  in  a single-engine  plane  from 
Boston  to  Goose  Bay,  Labrador,  and  to 
Reykjavik,  Iceland;  from  Portland, 
Maine,  to  Goose  Bay  and  to  Reykjavik; 
and  from  Goose  Bay  to  Reykjavik. 


Such  flights  are  not  for  the  faint- 
hearted. Tlie  non-stop  flight  from  Boston 
to  Goose  Bay,  Labrador,  to  Reykjavik, 
Iceland,  meant  carrying  an  extra  long- 
range  60-gallon  tank  of  fuel  steel-cabled 
to  the  back  seat  for  fhe  2200+  miles  of 
open  ocean.  In  addition  to  knowing 
routing,  navigation,  range  of  fuel  tanks, 
engine  preparation,  meteorology,  and 
instrument  air  charts,  the  pilots  needed 
to  understand  the  survival  equipment 
essential  for  flighf  to  such  northern 
climates.  Temperatures  in  Labrador  and

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Iceland,  which  lie  within  the  Artie 
Circle,  can  fall  to  -50°  F at  altitude. 

"It's  important  to  wear  the  lightest 
but  warmest  clothing,"  says  Baddour. 
Underwear  was  all  silk.  A cashmere 
turtleneck  with  a heavy  wool  sweater 
and  silk-lined  wool  pants  completed 
cockpit  wear.  All-natural  fibers  are  worn 
because,  in  addition  to  being  warmest 
under  normal  circumstances,  in  case  of 
fire  they  do  not  melt  on  the  body  as 
synthetic  fibers  do.  The  women  also 
took  heavy-duty  down  jackets  edged 
with  a coyote  ruff.  There  are  only  three 
furs  in  the  world  which  cfo  not  trap  the 
breath's  moisture  and  freeze  into  ice 
across  the  face;  they  are  wolf,  wolverine 
and  coyote.  "With  the  wind  blowing,  the 
chill  factor  can  cause  frostbite  within 
three  minutes,"  notes  Baddour. 

The  two  landed  the 
disabled  plane  at  a 
Greenland  airport,  where 
they  were  met  by 
a group  of  men, 
mostly  Eskimos,  who 
rarely  see  women  pilots. 

And  if  if's  necessary  to  "ditch"  the 
plane?  "Probably  the  most  important 
piece  of  survival  gear  is  the  Arctic  Ocean 
Survival  Suit,"  says  Baddour.  "They 
used  to  be  hard  to  find,  but  now  tliey  are 
required  on  offshore  oil  rigs.  They're  like 
an  enormous  wet  suit  with  attached 
hood,  boots  and  gloves,  a waterproof 
zipper  and  an  inflatable  horse  collar  life 
preserver.  They  can  keep  a person  afloat 
and  alive  in  freezing  water  for  24  hours. 
Not  happy,  but  alive.  One  must  hav'e 
this  kind  of  equipment  for  going  into  the 
North  Atlantic,  even  in  summer.  The 
complication  is — the  suit  is  difficult  to 
put  on  in  the  cockpit  and  impossible  in 
the  water.  One  idea  is  to  put  on  the 
bottom  half  and  drape  the  upper  half 
behind  you  over  the  seat." 

Why  does  Baddour  take  such  risks? 

"I  have  always  wanted  to  fly  the 
Atlantic,  and  besides,  I love  new 


horizons."  Has  she  ever  used  the  suit? 
"Fortunately,  no,"  she  says.  The  closest 
call  she  and  Burdit-Waltz  had  was  a 
December  1988  flight  from  Bedford, 
Massachusetts,  to  Reykjavik.  As  they 
flew  over  the  coast  of  Greenland  at  2 am 
in  a twin-engine  Beechcraft  Baron,  one 
of  the  engines  began  to  sputter.  "It  made 
my  heart  sputter,"  recalls  Baddour.  "I've 
had  sputtering  engines  before,  but  not 
with  over  1,000  miles  of  open  water 
ahead  of  me."  When  the  second  engine 
began  sputtering  as  well,  they  decided 
to  turn  back  and  land  in  Greenland.  The 
two  were  able  to  land  the  disabled  plane 
at  the  Narssassraug,  Greenland,  airport, 
where  they  were  met  by  a fascinated 
group  of  men,  mostly  Eskimos,  who 
rarely  see  woman  pilots. 

Yet,  Baddour  says,  "I  always  feel 
completely  safe  in  an  airplane.  I've  never 
had  the  feeling  that  I would  perish  in 
one." 

A study  made  at  the  University  of 
Michigan  concluded  that  "pilots, 
regardless  of  sex,  tend  to  see  themselves 
in  a romantic  light,  armed  with  courage, 
strength  and  a certain  spirit  of 
adv-enfure.  They  enjoy  a challenge  and 
strive  to  achieve  perfection  in  their 
flying.  They  do  not  compete  with  each 


other,  rather  they  set  their  own  high 
standards  and  compete  with  themselves 
for  excellence." 

"I  believe  1 have  an  adventurous 
spirit,  inherited  from  my  father,  who 
loved  motorcycle  cross-countrv  racing  in 
his  bachelorhood,"  Baddour  comments. 
"Flying  has  enormous  appeal  to  me.  As 
for  most  pilots,  it  is  a passion  for  me.  1 
need  to  fly."  At  the  same  time,  she  adds, 
"1  don't  like  to  have  exciting  flights.  I 
enjoy  dull,  boring  flights." 

During  her  time  away  from  airplanes, 
Baddour  remains  inv'oh'ed  in  numerous 
aeronautical  endeavors  and  organiza- 
tions. Some  particular  interests  are 
aviation  safety  and  working  to  raise 
funds  for  scholarships  for  young  pilots, 
airplane  mechanics,  and  aeronautical 
engineers.  She  was  a member  of  the 
Massachusetts  Aeronautics  Commission 
appointed  by  Gov^ernor  Edward  King 
from  1979  to  1983.  She  has  held  advisory 
positions  with  the  New  England  Region 
of  the  EAA.  She  has  been  a Director  of 
the  Aero  Club  of  New  England  since 
1977.  A Life  Member  of  the  Ninety- 
Nines,  Inc.,  the  International  Organi- 
zation of  Women  Pilots,  she  has  held 
many  positions  with  the  New  England 
section,  including  Vice-Governor,

Race,  otherwise  known  as  the  "Powder 
Putt  Derby."  She  has  established  a 
scholarship  "for  a woman  pilot  whose 
goal  and  dedication  is  to  become  a 
professional  pilot"  with  the  Eastern  New 
England  Ninety-Nines. 

In  the  beginning,  Baddour  founcf 
piloting  an  airplane  was  viewed 
primarily  as  a man's  field.  She  says  this 
has  changed.  "And  besides,  the  airplane 
doesn't  know  whether  a man  or  woman 
is  flying  it." 

Some  high  points  in  Baddour's  career 
include  a 1983  visit  to  the  Royal  Air 
Force  at  Biggin  Hill  Aerodrome,  south  of 
London,  England,  from  which  the  RAF 
and  civilian  authorities  granted  her 
permission  to  fly  a 
twin-engine  plane  at 
1 500  feet  over  London, 
an  honor  rarely 
accorded.  (Major 
sorties  were  flown 
from  Biggin  Hill  to 
meet  oncoming  planes 
from  Germany  in  the 
Battle  of  Britain.) 

Biggin  Hill  is 
affectionately  known 
as  "The  Bump,"  and 
Baddour  comments, 
"the  friendly  spirits  of 
pilots  who  flew  from 
there  is  almost  a 
palpable  presence." 
Another  highlight 

was  receiving  one  of  aviation's  most 
prestigious  awards,  the  1988 
International  Clifford  B.  Harmon 
Trophy  for  "the  most  outstanding 
international  achievement  in  aeronautics 
for  the  precedmg  year  with  the  art  of 
flying  receiving  first  consideration." 
Baddour  won  the  award  for  the 
December  1988  flight,  which  set  11 
World  Class  Aviation  Speed  Records 
under  difficult  weather  conditions. 

Other  recipients  have  included  Amelia 
Earheart,  Jacqueline  Cochrane, 
Jacqueline  Aurieol  of  France,  Chuck 
Yeager,  and  Neil  Armstrong.

The  airpilane  doesn't 
know  whether  a man 
or  woman  is  flying  it. 

The  New  England  section  of  The 
Ninety-Nines,  Inc.  named  Baddour  the 
"Outstanding  Woman  Pilot  of  1992  in 
recognition  of  her  contributions  to 
aviation." 

Baddour's  greatest  adventure  came 
in  November  1992  when  the  US  Navy 
invited  her  for  an  orientation  flight  in  its 
most  technologically  advanced  F/A  18 
Hornet.  Baddour  had  an  opportunity  to 
fly  the  jet  fighter.  The  tactical  aircraft  has 
a cjuadruplex  digital  fly-by-wire  flight 
control  system,  thereby  making  it 
incredibly  responsive  to  the  lightest 
touch  on  the  controls.  Baddour  notes, 
"The  Hornet  has  the  Heads-Up  Display 
and  Hands-On-Throttle-and-Stick 
controls  which  allow  one  to  fly  the 
aircraft,  find  targets  and  deliver 
weapcins  without  ever  having  to  take 
one's  eyes  off  the  action  or  hands  off  the 
controls.  The  fly-by-wire  flight  controls 
are  optimized  for  each  flight  condition 
automatically.  All  of  the  aircraft's 
capabilities  work  through  computers, 
including  flight  control,  sensors, 
communications,  weapons  manage- 
ment, countermeasures,  radar  and  status 
monitoring.  It  was  a dream  flight  of  a 
lifetime."  Baddour  spent  a long  day 
with  the  Navy  and  says,  "No  hour 
passed  that  I did  not  feel  welcome  and 
part  of  a team.  We  can  be  very  proud  of 
our  Navy,  its  personnel,  and  its  excellent 
equipment." 

Baddour's  advice  to  people  who 
would  like  to  fly  is,  "Be  enthusiastic 
about  flying  and  be  motivated  to  work 
and  study  hard  to  achieve  your  goal." 
She  plans  to  continue  research  flying 
and  may  try  for  additional  world  speed 
records. 

Anci,  she  acids,  "Hopefully,  one  day 
you  will  see  an  accomplisheci  woman
